ers who spend their first winter here.

Gents Last Eveniug. 


The Atlanta Medical college is twen- 
ty-two yoars old. It was chartered early in 
1854 and at that time was considered an experi" 
ment, the suecess of which was problematical- 
There were older colleges in other cities of the 
state, and en institutien started ina young 
town, then quite emall comparcd to 
ite present dimensions, was looked 
upon with distrust by many good 
sober people who treated that é@ffort as they 
have many subsequent attempt of our ener- 
getic, rushing city, by characterizing it as a 
rash endeavor and a burly b ginning that wae 
doomed to end in gloomy failure. + 

The Atlanta Medica! Oollege falsified these 

from the start. The first term 
opened in 1855, without avout thirty students 
who assembled to hear lectures 
IN THE CITY HALL. 


The corner stone of the present college build- 
ing was laid with impressive ceremonies during 
that year, though it was not finished until early 
in 1857. The first faculty of the institution con- 
sisted of a number of able and skilled phyai- 
cians, some of whom are astiil in the 
chairs they then filled. The following was the 
origina) faculty:

The attendancs constantly incressed under 
the care of this ‘aculty, and the fame ot the 
college spread throughout this and adjoining 
atates. 


Two terms were passed in the city ha'l and 
then, the new buiiding being compieted, was 
occupied. and siace that tine has been in con 
etant use. 

The attendance of students increased so rap- 
idiy that at the term of 186,-61 there were 
ai least one hundred and fifty 
young men attended lectures and at the ensuing 
commevcemeit no lew than sixty graduated 
The college was shortly after this time com 
pelled to sus,end on account of the troubled 
condition of the country. During the years 
1861, ‘62, '€3 aud '64 no sessions were bad. Nearly 
all the young graduates 

ENTERED THE aRMY 
either es surgeons or as regular soldi. rs. During 
the terribie days of 1864, when the confederaie 
army wes around Atlanta, the co lege was used 
as 3 hoapital and wae the means of great good 
and valuable agsistance to the government 

In the winter of 1865 the dcors were once 
more thrown open and though the people were 
in poverty and distr as large numbers of young 
men repaired here to pursue the study of ubeir 
chosen profession. Since the war the history of 
the college is a taie of sucvews. The facuity 
hae been composed of abie and distinguished 
physiciase. Georgia and neighboring couth- 
ern estates have liberally patronized the irsti u- 
tion. Last year there were twenty-seven regu- 
lar graduates and seventeen graduates in the 
schooi of pharmacy.

They are the property of Bonner, who 
keeps electrotypes of them, and finds 
continued sale for them.

THE PROFITS OF THE LEDGER. 


It is comparatively easy to approxi- 
mate the profits of pubjishing the 
Ledger.
